[ 11th December, 1966 ) 
An Act to provide for the taking of an opinion poll to ascertain 

the wishes of the electors of Goa , Daman and Diu with 
regard to the future status thereof and for matters connected 
therewith . 

BE it enacted by Parliament in the Seventeenth Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: - . 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Goa , Daman and Diu ( Opinion Short title 
Poll) Act, 1966 .
